MASSACRE IN PEKING IS 


NOW QUITE CONFIRMED

Not One Foreigner Is Left to Tell the 


Bloody Story. 


TORTURE AND DEATH FOR THEM ALL 


Astonishing and Awful Details ot the Cruel Death of the Rus- 


sian Minister and His Lovely Wife—Czar and Czarina 
. Wept Bitter Tears When They Heard the Dreadful Tale 


—No Details as to the Death of Mr. Conger and His 
Family or the English Minister—Cries of Vengeance Fill 
the Air in Europe and America. 


Shanghai, July 14—[Special Cablegram]—The Prince 


Sheng, director of telegraphs, announces to the consuls the 
murder of all the foreigners at Peking on July 7, laying the 
blame on the anti-foreign General Tung Fuh Siang. 


Sheng's message says that Gen. Tung, enraged at the 


defense made by the British legation, ordered heavy guns to 
fire, demolishing the legation and setting the ruins aflame. 
The result was annihilation of the foreigners. 


Tortured and Boiled to Death. 


London, July 14— [Special Cablegram]—The story printed 


says the Russian minister at Peking, DeGiers. was.boiled to 
<l :ath and the remains thrown to|the dogs and that Madam 
DeGiers suffered tortures worse than death, is confirmed. 
It is very likely that all foreigners were submitted to horri- 
ble outrages, 


London, July 14—[Special Cablegram]—Official advices 


from the Britise consul at Che Foo are to the effect that all 
foreigners, including the ministers and ambassadors, and 'the 
-women-and children were tortured and murdered" by Chinese 
mobs and soldiers on June 7.

Not a soul is known to be alive to tell the awful story. 
The legations, assisted by Prince Ching's troops held out 


against fearful odds tor ten days but were finally overpowered 
and 
killed. •

de Giers, which merely, in form of 
rumors, bad already reached Kussia. 
The admiral declares that the Kuesian 
envoy was dragged through the streets

ured, and even thrown into a great 
kettle and boiled to death. Then the 
remains were thrown'to the dogs.

Washington, July 14—The develop- 


ments of the nest twenty-four hours 
will, members of the administration be- 
lieve, confirm officially the massacre of 
all foreigners at Peking, The'reports of 
Consul General Goodnow have earned 
for him explicit.confidence on the part 
of state department officials. 
"No hope 


is held out that any of the foreigners 
escaped, and it is feared that the women 
and children attached to the legations 
suffered the fate of the men. 


Effort to Oeta Message to Peking 


With one last recourse available, 


Secretary Hay today accepted the offer 
of the Chinese minister to demonstrate 
the 'accuracy of the Chinese representa- 
tives and furnished 
Minister Wu a 


cipher dispatch, which the latter has 
undertaken to have delivered to Minister 
Conger in Peking. Mr, Wu ia confident 
the message will reach the American 
minister, but Mr, Hay does not expect 
to receive a reply. 


Note Written In Cipher 


The message was placed in cipher in 


order that Minister Conger might not 
be si^spicious of ;t and might reply in 
the same manner, so that the officials 
here could be" assured of the genuine- 
ness of the reply. This message, accom 
panied by an explanation,'given by 
Minister Wu, was cabled to a friend in 
Shanghai. 
The minister urged this 


gentleman to do all he could to expe- 
dite the delivery of the state depart 
ment's message, He believes it will be 
telegraphed to Paoting-fu and from 
thence conveyed by messenger to the 
capital. He does not expect an answer 
for some days. 


large Armies From All Lands 


Reports reaching Washington con- 


cerning the preparations being made by 
European nations and* Japan to place 
armies in China indicate that the inter- 
national forces will reach enormous pro- 
portions. Japan will throw one corps 
of 22,000 men into the empire at once, 
and Bussia will be represented by from 
40,000 to 50,000. most -ot the soldiers of 
the czar coming down from the north- 
ward. England is to have over 50,000 
men and Germany probably half as 
many. France,' the United States'aod 
Italy will be represented by from 10,000 
to 15,000 each. 


To Busli Reinforcement* 


In army circles it is the belief that 


both Japan and Kussia will greatly in- 
crease their forces beyond the estimates 
now'given and that England and Ger- 
many and may be France, will rush re. 
enforcements to China, to the extent of 
probably doubling the forces they have 
announced. 


The United States will hasten the 


departure of troops under order for the 
Philippines that they may be diverted 
into China to participate in the work of 
pacification, and it is confidently pie- 
dicted about the corridors of the war 
department that additional regiments are 
to be sent from the Philippines despite 
Gen. MacArthur's report that they can- 
not be spared. 


Gsn. Miles has issued a circular an- 


nouncing that recruits are required in 
large numbers for the artillery, and 
directing recruiting officers to make 
special efforts to obtain men for that arm 
of the service. 


Are All Slain By Doxers, 


London, July 14.—A news agency re- 


port says that an official message re- 
ceived in London states that all the 
foreigners in Pekiii were murdered on, 
July 6. 


Washington, D. C., July 14.—The de- 


partment of state has received a dis- 
patch from Consul-General Goodnow at 
Shanghai, saying that the governor of 
Shantung cables that the Boxers and 
soldiers -were bombarding the legation 
for a final attack on July 7. He is ex- 
tremely anxious for the safety of the 
ministers and friendly Chinese in Pe- 
hin. 
Toe consul adds that fears of 


the worst are generally entertained.

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TEACHERS ADOPT 


THEIR PLATFORM 


EXTENSION OF SCHOOL SYSTEM 


TO THE COLONIES. 


Convention in Session at Charleston 


Demands Broader Educational Work 
at Home and Abroad—Resolutions 
Suggest That the Bureau of Educa- 
tion Be Given Higher Standing. 
Charleston, 
S. C., July 14—The 


school men and teachers of the National 
Educational association issued th'eir dec 
laration of principles last night at the 
closing session of the convention. 


In the declaration, which forms the 


platform of the association, are the re- 
commendations of the college presidents, 
school superintendents, and teachers 
upon all, prominent school questions 
under public discussion. 


It. contains their demand for the ex- 


tension o! the school system to the 
islands and for the raising of the bureau 
of education to the position of a depart- 
ment equal to that pf the department of 
labor, if not to. that of a cabinet office. 


ilureau to Take Charge 


The recommendations were that the 


bureau of education- thus raised- to a 
department standing in the federal gov- 
ernment be given direct charge 
of 


schools in Alaska, Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines, and that it be enabled 
to make provisions for the education of 
white children in the Indian Territory. 


The reselutions declared against a 


tendency of the ricn to have their chil- 
dren educated outside of the public 
schools and stated that Bny movement 
to conduct the schools simply for the 
poor or the"lees-well-tg-do" was direct- 
ed against'the interests of common edu- 
cation. 


Trade In»tructtoi> Investigation 


An investigation of the possibilities of 


trade instruction in relation to manual 
training was ordered 'by the manual 
training department in the afternoon, 
and a committee was appointed to have 
charge of tjte investigation. The pur- 
pose will be to discover if it is expedient 
to have courses in the schools : which 
shall fit.the pupils for trade occupation 
at the close of their,,schooling.

CUT RATES TO GERMANY 


Reciprocity Treaty, Which W«« Pro- 


claimed Today Grants Lower Duties 


-on Certain Importations. 


Washington, July 14—The German- 


American reciprocity, treaty was pro- 
claimed today. 
By its terras the TJctted 


.States is formally secured in its enjoy- 
ment of the minimum tariffs granted by 
Germany to its commercial friends—a 
privilege which this country has held 
heretofore without granting* any equiva- 
lent. 


Now, in return nfor this favor, the 


United States is to grant Germany a re- 
duction of duties on still wines, paint- 
ings and statuary. The amount of the 
reductions is fixed by the Dingley net 


The arrangement does not specify the 


articles upon which German duties are 
to be reduced; such reductions are cov- 
ered by the general statement that the 
minimum duties apply to them. 


The German government has consent- 


ed, on the earnest request of the United 
States minister at Berlin, Mr. White, to 
modify the new meat' inspection bill so 
that it will not .interfere with existing 
contract obligations of American ex- 
porters.

By this arrangement all present con- 


tracts will be carried out on the present 
basis of inspection, and the new system 
will apply after there has been oppor- 
tunity to make contracts with the 
full 


knowledge of the changed condition of 
affairs. 


The act does not in terms state when 


it shall go into effect, but it has been 
understood that the bvndesrath would 
fix Oct. 1 as the date. Preliminaries 
may even carry the date forward to Jan- 
uary next.

GOLD DEMOCRATS SHUT OUT. 


Vf. D. Bynnm Xxplalus the Obstacles ill 


New York. 


Washington, July 
12.—"The 
gold 


Democrats will nut put a ticket in the 
field this year," said W. D. Bynum, of 
Indiana, chairman of the gold Demo- 
cratic executive 
committee in 1896. 


"We can not get our electors on the 
official ballot in New York because no 
votes were cast for the party candi- 
date for governor in 1S98, and the state 
law requires that a certain number of 
votes shall have been cast for state of- 
ficers in the -preceding election before 
the nominees of any party can go on 
the official ballot In the pending con- 
test. 
Our party organization In New 


York was abandoned two years ago. 
The only way we can have our candi- 
dates for electors put on the official 
ballot is by petition of a certain num- 
ber of voters in each liounty, an ex- 
ceedingly difficult thing to do in the 
present case, as the members of the 
gold Democratic party ' have affiliated 
themselves with one or the other of 
the ojd parties on the new issue. New 
York is the one state where our ticket 
might do the Republicans some good, 
and. If. we can not get on the official 
ballot there is little use in nominating 
a national ticket. The new Australian 
ballot laws in other states also operate 
against Independent movements." 


Root Talks of Cuba's Future. 


Washington, 
July 
14.—Secretary 


Root in discussing the coming consti- 
tutional convention in Cuba expressed 
himself quite positively on the! ques- 
tion of annexation. He said: " "My 
own experience in Cuba leads me to 
believe that the desire for Independ- 
ence is both strong and general among 
the people. I do not think they want 
annexation, even supposing that we 
want them. Under the congressional 
declaration we are in honor bound to 
give them independence first. If sub- 
sequently they wish annexation, that 
is a matter for them to determine, but 
it should be determined when they are 
in a position absolutely independent of 
us. Even then,'as I have suggested, it 
is a case where it. takes two to make a

the disaster to the Lincolnshire regi- 
ment on Wednesday. It appears that 
five companies were ordered Tuesday 
to proceed and hold tie pass through 


^Magalesburg in the neighborhood of 


Daspoortfort. 
They arrived at. the 


pass in the afternoon, where three 
companies with two guns took up a 
position and' camped for the 
night, 


leaving two companies on a plain 
south of the pass. The eastern nlll 
was rugged, rocky and inaccessible, 
but further east apparently approach- 
able from the main ridge.

break yesterday the Boers appeared on 
the eastern kopje and opened a heavy 
fire. Confusion ensued. The colonel 
ordered the men to take up a position 
on a kopje west of the gap.

From this point a hot fire ensued 


during the entire clay. Two guns, un 
tier the escort of the Scotts Greys 
placed in advance of the main body 
were captured after a stout resistance 
Nearly every man 
was 
killed 
or 


wounded. A Maxim gun was brought 
into action early in tbe day. The fire 
was too hot, and the men were finally 
forced to retire. A sergeant, aided by 
seven volunteers, saved the gun. There 
was a continuous fire all along the 
line, the Lincolnshire regiment men 
vigorously replying. About 'A o'clock 
in. the afternoon the Boers appeared to 
the left of the position occupied by the 
British. An officer and fifteen men at- 
tempted to charge them. Fourteen men 
were killed or wounded as a result of 
tbe charge. 
Three companies were 


practically surrounded, but they kept 
up a steady fire unwaveringly until to- 
ward nightfall, when their ammuni- 
tion had b&en expended.
